Tue stew Drama of The Recruit was performed here on Saturday 
evening, for the fourth time, to a very respectable audience. The cha- 
raeters of Agnes and Albert were played by Miss Kelly and J. Vining 
in a manner to satisfy the most fastidious of critics. Keeley was truly 
laughable as a pedagogue, and still more so as a grenadier. Mrs. 
Keeley, in the scene where he presented himself to her en militaire, 
acted with great ability ; her mirth at his ridiculous appearance—her 
anger at his jealousy—and her grief at the idea of parting from him— 
were delineated in the most natural manner, and drew great applause. 

The Interlude of Sold for a Song was afterwards acted in a very 
pleasing manner ; Russell was excellent in the Cownt, his song’ Pas- 
ticcio’ was eveored, but as there was much opposition to its repetition 
he only sang part of it the second time. Wood sang his different airs 
in capita} style, and was encored in the English ballad. The Misses 
Cawse were all smiles, and ringlets ; and Salter filled his part with 
tact. The Spring Lock concluded, and sent the andience home in 
high good hamoar : we have seldom seen a stage rencontre more laugh- 
able and effective, than that between the rival Doctors ;—it excited 
gteat merriment and repeated plaudits. Miss Cawse sang her scena 
before entering the cabinet; with considerable taste and execution, and 
Wood sang with great sweetness.

On Saturday soak after the Comedy of Speed ihe Plough, the 
Farce of The Iwo Pages of Frederick the Great was performed ; 
when Mr. W. Farren sustained the part of Frederick with the same 
ability, and the same attention tv costume, and peculiarity ef manner, 
which marked his representation of the eccentric Swedish monarch ; 
and, equally with that, might be considered as a perfect histrionie pie- 
ture. The Pages were tolerably well represented by Mrs. T. Hill and 
Miss M. Glover. Williams’s Phelps, was /good ; and Mrs. Humby’s 
Madame Phelpe still better. The new Farce of William Thompson 
was afterwards acted for the second time, and, despite its gross im- 
probabilities, by the Iaughable nature of some of the incidents, its 
constant bustle, and the humorous acting of J. Reeve, the audience 
were kept in a coutinued roar. We have not seen Reeve to so much 
advantage in a new character for a long time; he was highly laugha- 
ble, without indulging in so much grimace or such fantastical attitades 
ashe too often exhibits. Vining, Williams, Miss F. H. Kelly, and 
Mrs, Ashton, supported their respective characters excellently.

The performance concluded with The Happiest Day of my Life. 
Webster depicted the perplexities of Mr. Gilman, with 'a good deal 
of comic effect; and had'we never seen Liston in the character, we 
should perbaps have been ‘more-satisfied with Webster, who certainly 
did his best : the other parts were admirably sustained as usual.

‘Theatre, having been prevented opening till the- payment of 250 dol- 
Jars was paid for a licenee. It was erected in 1826, and was calcu- 
lated to contain 4000 persons. This isthe third Theatre which has 
been destroyed by fire in that city within the last fifteen months.— 
The Bowery Theatre, May 2u, 1828, Lafayette Theatre, April 10, 
1829, Circus, August 4th, 1829. The first has’been*rebuilt, the two 
last, itis presumed, never will be, unless theatrical amusements be 
more attractive.
